For regulating the time and mode of collecting tho

2. Frotn the lists prepared under the provi- 
sions of Sections 29 and 89 of the Act, the eul- 
lecting officer shall prepare the bills prescribed 
by Section 44. The bills so prepared shall be 
issued under the signature of the Commissioner 
or their Secretary, if therode one, to the subor- 
dinnte officers on the collecting establishinent, 
and shall be by them presented to the persons 
named therein, in the manuer hereinafter de- 
scribed. 

3. Every collecting officer shall be provided 
with a certificate of his authority tu collect ; und 
every such certificate shall bear the seal of the 
Municipality and the signature of the Chairman. 
Every collecting officer at the time of demanding 
payment shall Le bound to shew this eertilieste 
if required. 

4. The collecting officer taking the money 
in payment of any demand shall give the receipt 
for it. 

5. When the name of any owner is not known, 
it shall be suflicient to designate him in any 
notice, bill, or other proceeding under the Act, as 
the owner of the property on whieh the rate is 
assessed, without further description, 

6. Every bill, for any sum due on account 
of the rate or taxes leviable under the Act, shall, 
if possible, be presented to the individus! nawed 
therein in person ; but if such personal pre- 
sentation be found impossible, the bill shall be 
loft at his usual place of abode, aud such delivery 
shall be deemed to be the presentation required 
by Soction 44. 

7. The officer to whom a bill may be issued 
for mtation, shall receive the amount of such 
bill at the time of presentation, or at any time 
within ten days from the date on which tio Lill 
shall bave been first presented by him. 

8. Rvery person required, in writing, to furnish 
eny échedale or return which the Commission- 
ers may lawfully require hii to furnish, shall seud 
such schadule or return to the office of the Com- 
missioners within one week from the date of the 
service of the reguisition in the manner described 
in Section $1 of the Act. Any person failing 
to do eo aball be liable to a penalty not exceeding

Sin,—1 wave the honor to report that a certuin number of messages from India have lately 
been received tor transmission to Europe, some directed by routes not yet available, for which the 
senders have doubtless been charged more than the ordinary rates ; and others directed by cnusual 
lines, at extra cost, and at the expense of certain delay, 


2. As this would probably not continue, if the public were possessed of ore information res- 
preting the lines between India and England, I have extracted the ma.n routes from the different 
Telegraph Maps, Trallic records, and other papers in this Office, and beg to subjoin them, with the 
view of their Leing published, if considered expedient.

6. The Russian route was firat used in the transmission of messages to India in May and June 
1865. But the messages were so seriously delayed that the route was discontinued. It has, however, 
been lately employed again aud with more success. Messages came by it, in June last, in from 5 to 6 
days, The average being only half'a day, more than the average of messages vid Constantinople, 
during the same month. Government sanction has not yet been received to employ the Russian 
route for messages from India.

Last month, however, a few messages from 
Europo reached Iudia rid Alexandria] But the replies to them, directed to be returned the same way, 
were refused by the Ottoman Department, which transmitted them vid Constantinople. 


9. Before the Alexandria route can be employe, except in very rare cases, not only must the 
objection of the Ottoman Department be overcome but the tariff much reduced, As it at present 
stands, it would cost Rupees 16-8-0 more to senda message to England oid Alexandria than vid 
Constantinople.
